Evznysonr is prepared to admit that people 
who come to China undergo some peculiar 
change which makes them, very different not 
only from: other people at home, but ‘frown: 
what they were bofore’ they came to. the 
Celestial shores, and what they in all Hkeli- 
hood would ba agnin if they returned. So 
many causes have been assignod for this fact 
thet it is difficult to say to which it may be 
most appropriately attributed. Probably it 
ix the effect of a combiiiation of causes, men’s 
motives being much more frequently, aa it 
were, tangential Hnes—tho resultants of dif- 
ferent, and in some cases almost opposing, 
forcos—than the product of any one direct 
influence. People who come out to China 
find themselves surrounded by new circum: 
stances, new ‘associates, new. ideas, new 
habits. Their old ways will not fit, or at 
least appear not to fit the new sphere; and 
80, often unconsciously, but still none the less 
really, they gradually conform to what ap- 
pears to them to be a correct social code for 
residents in China. By degrees they become 
acclimatised, and from being simple and nen- 
sible men are transformed into more or lese 
simple, and more or less sensibla Hongkong 
ites, Sbanghailandere or whatever may be 
the appropriato designation for residents at 
the other ports. In this: transformation, 
they may perbaps retain a fair amount 
of thoir sonse, but they often lose some |’ 
of it, and always lose a great’ deal of that 
simplicity, which forma the most pleasing 
adjnnet of true manliness und good breeding. 
A writer on this: subject in one of the 
northern papers atuributed the peculiarities 
of the character of China ‘residents 
chiefly to the prominence which cach indi. 
vidual attains, This is perhaps more 
especially the vase in Hongkong, where 
the most retiring individual is in some sense 
a public man. Ho is at Jeast one of the pluce, 
and is considered a fair subject.fornotica and.|, 
criticism, his neighbours generally’ knowing.

Although tho firimg:.lind certainly. not 
diminished, we now-henrd from the wounded | 
hat the greater balf of the -village was in. 
the hands of the Prussians, although the ob- 
" stinate ‘soldiers, were atill-in’ many of the 
houses and refused to surrender. Wo there- 
_ fore determined to risk 9 closar . inspoetion, 
and, having received:-permission to cross ‘the 
few planks that constituted .the bridge ond 
the very strong barricade, wo tridged through 
the slish towards ‘the village. .We had not 
gone very far wlien the -first: convoy of p 
soners arrived. There were about three hun- 
dred, of all arms, equipments, and sizes. A 
moro incongruous assembly it would be 
cult 1o imagine. . They put’ me. strangely’ in 
mind of :Falsta! company; for, although 
there cortainly was mora than a shirt and o 
lalf amongst. them, 2 good deal of the’ des. 
cription might apply to some of them. Un- 
washed and unkempt for several days, evi- 
+ dently ill fed. and badly. cared for, hungry, 
and besmeared with dirt and ‘powder, their 
uniforms torn-and. ragged, and witha -pros-- 
pect before thom. that might -have appalled 
the strongest ‘nerves; theso men tramped, 
. With their knapsscks op their backa, between 
the double line of thoir atern. captors, with- 
out hope for the futura, without food for the 
present, “and with the burning sense of a 
crushing defeat fresh upon them. No won 
der that they looked miserable, and thateven 
some of the wounded guards pitied their lot. 
I saw two men, who bad - most ‘unmistakable 
hunchhacks, enrrying their kits as dappery 
fs any, and not a fow were lame and evidont- 
ly untit for the field. The road already bore 
traces of the fight that was still raging. A 
Untervals a’ wounded man lay by the rond- 
, aide, who had dragged himself thus far, but 
lad become exhausted; and .as we teached 
the .point where the road slopes down to- 
vards the' village, wo could see how ‘terrible 
the march must kave been, for the fields. on 
both sides wére dotted with thoso dark forms 
that are passed. by in silence or only indi- 
cated with a single word. We. approached 
the village as closely, ag. we could, tue it was 
evident that the -fighting was still. hotly 
raging in the street; and althofigh those in 
the forts must have known ‘that. their own 
-men were being escorted ou the road, they 
again opened fire upon it, without, Lowaver, 
doing much harm, ‘The atream of prisoners 
had by this timo” greatly increased, ‘and 
seemed ondleas, Tho wounded, wero also 
coming away in increasing numbers, .ank.as 
far aa we could see the houses at the entrance 
were still being contested. :' Thera was one po 
culiarity that struck us already at that time, 
‘and was fully Borne out at a later examination, 
...,the.very amall ratio of officers among the pri- 
soners, There were line troops, franc-tireurs, 
national guards, marino soldiers, turcos, and 
all other sorts of fighting men, but tha officers 
Were fow arid far botweon, cortainly not more 
than one in fifty; nor.did on examination of 
the fallen prove that the proportina of dead 
was greater, We had beard that morning in 
Gonesse that o apegial courier would be 
leaving head-quarters with privateTotters at 
-one o'clock, to catch tho express train’ that 
waa running at the time from Tiagny to. Ger- 
many,and Von Rleisthadvery kindly offeredto, 
enclose one letters if we could got them ready 
~at bis bureau by half-past twelve. It wasal.

ment, In this, however, we found . more 
difficulty than we expected. Our beds were 
occupied hy two French officers of superior 
rink. One, I beliava, was a colonel, the 
other a major, and I was greatly amused to 
fiad that the colonel had put’ himself very 
‘comfortably inside my topcoat, hia own being 
wot, while the major bad taken off his boots 
for tho same reason, and.scemed well content: 
with my friond’s clipperd nnd travelling rug. 
They looked rather weary,, and “from the 
manner in which they munched soma hard 
biscuits, and drank the common wine which 
we had left: behind, I concluded that they 
were greatly in want of food. It may have 
been this, mixed perbaps with a little of that 
superciliousness that characterises every 
Trench officer, which prompted them:to.take 
searcely any notice ofour éntrance. I feltat 
ono moment a gréat desire to: request the 
colonel to get out of my cont, but, conaider- 
ing hie situation; E asked -him, in :tho best 
French I could muster, whether I-could ba 
of any service to him, informing him at the 
same time who and what I. was. “He im. 
wediately sat upright and stared at me -with 
some astonishment. “Iam greatly obliged 
to you for your offer, monsieur,” he replied, 
“ond I shall do myself the honour of aecept- 
ing it, There are two things I' am: dying 
for, some food and nows.” “T shall’ do 
all I can to procure the former,” T answered; 
“the latter C can give you at once, You 
know, I, suppose, that Metz has capitu- 
lated?" ‘* Metz capitulated !’’ he exclaimed, 
“impossible!
